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NO CHANGES IN CABINET 


President Regards Ke-Election as an En- 


dorsement of His Advisers Also, Are 


Likely to Remain with Him 


" Washington, Nov. H.—At the meeting 
«t the cabinet yesterday, President Mc- 
Kinley. dtscusaliij the recent election 
,and Its result, expressed tha hope that 
every member of the cabinet would re- 
insSn in his official family di'rtng the 
next four years. 
He regarded the result 


of the election as an indorsement not 
only of !iis &wn ideas and policies, but 
also of the administration of every de- 
partment of the government. 


Responses were made by all of the 


members present, and, while there were 
»>o definite pledges from any of them 
that they would accept the portfolios 
thus tendered afresh, there was, on the 
•ther hand, no definite declination. The 
proceedings set forth the wishes of the 
president in the matter and relieves the 
TOembers of the cabinet of the customary 
obligation of tendering their resignations 
at the end of the term, unless they have 
taade an Irrevocable decision that it will 
fee impossible for them to continue in 
ftfflce. It also sets at re^t all specualtkra 
and slate making of the country's poli- 
tical prophets, for it is understood gen- 
erally that there IB but one doubtful fac- 
tor in thehomogenity of the present cab- 
inet. 
That factor is Attorney General 


Griggs. as he holds his present position 
at a great financial sacrifice. 
Still, Mr. 


iBrlggs replied In terms of warm apprs- 
OMaMon to the complimentary remarks 
»f the president, and voiced no intention 
•f retiring from his present position. 


This is not th« first time that the pres- 


4d«nt has expressed to the members of 
Vie cabinet his pleasure at the support 
they had given him. 
He said as much 


to a general way at the last 
cabinet 


tneeUng when the members, several of 
whom had been scattered by the poli- 
iical campaign, got together for the first 
time and congratulated him. upon- the 
tratcome of the election. 


Tasterday the president evidently had 


prepared for the occasion, and in his 
address reviewed the work of the ad- 
Isilnlstratlon in the past four years- 
four of the most exciting years the coun- 
try has known In three decades. It was 
rather a surprise even to the cabinet 
members themselves to note how ac- 
•urately the president had fixed in his 
(nemory the sequence of events, and how 
fcalmly he relinquished the personal 
credit for successful strokes of policy and 
prudence, and attributed the honor to 
the members of his official family in 
Whose immediate departments the mat-

ened by the glow of 200,000 electric ( 
lamps arranged with artistic concep- 
tion and illuminating with fantastic 
hues the numberless fountains and 
pools and turning the scene into one of 
unrivaled splendor.

SCHOOL BOARD LENT CITY MONEY 


at 
Meaning of Evasion ol Question 


City Council Meeting 


Ari unusual q-esti'on was raised and 


not answered in the council meeting 
last evening, when in making a state- 
ment for the school committee Supt. 
Hall said that the committee had paid 
out $600 for putting the streets about 
the Johnson! school in shape for ac- 
ceptance, but that $200 of this was to 
be refunded. As reported in the ac- 
count of the meeting, the question was 
promptly raised to how and why and 
t'o whom this was to be refunded. This 


j Question was parried. 


Mr. Hall was asked today what this 


meant, and said he did r.bt care to be 
quoted one way or the other as it was 
an affair of the school committee. A 
member of the committee wag asked 
and said that the committee had paid 
what its own proportion of the c'ost of 
fixing the streets, as an abutter, would 
amount to, and had also paid some- 
thing like $200 for some of the private 
abutters. He said it was the under- 
standing that this1 amount wasi to be 
paid back to the city treasury. When 
asked if this was not practically lending 
city money to private individuals from 
school funds, the committeeman said 
it seemed to amount to that. 


It is of interest to note that no no- 


tice of such bills collectable from the 
othfr nhiiftors has hoTi Ir-ft with thf> 
city treasurer by the school committee. 


The cause of this transaction is well 


known in the Imperative need that the 
streets about tho Johnson school he 
put in shape for acceptance as \vas 
done, but this need did not apparently 
affect the using of city money for pur- 
poses wnich could only he assessed on 
private individuals.

One more burglar who thought North 


Adams was a good place to work in 
met a 
bitter 
disappointment 
this 


inorninfe ami is now waiting in Pitts- 
field jail for the grand jury to consider 
his case. He is also laying up a treas- 
ure o£ haired Tor Officer Reagan, whom 
he fought when arrested and whom he 
wildly threatened to shoot, "if it took 
him 20 years." 


James Kyan, of Dover, N. H., is his 


name as he gave it, and he admitted 
co a police record in at least one other 
city. He was captured while enlgaged 
in robbing the shoe store of Ellis 
Kronick on Marshall street, about 1.15 
o'clock this morning. 


Officer Reagan was walking his beat 


^ot'n Marshall street and on reaching 
the corner 'of Center noticed broken 
glass on the sidewalk a short distance 
"beyond. He went to the place and 
found a window in Kronick's store 
broken 'out. 
The store was 
dark, 


whereas Mr. Kronick usually leaves a 
light in it at n'.ght. Officer Reagan lit 
a, match, and threw the reflected light 
into the store. 


This enabled him to see a man crouch 


ing in the back part. He called to the 
man and asked him what he was doing. 
"Nothing," replied the stranger. Officer 
Reagan drew his revolver anS ordered 
the man to walk up to the window. The 
latter came, and in a moment more 
had been assisted through the wind'ow 
to the walk by the officer. 


Ryan was advised to walk along to 


the station, peaceably, but this good 
advice was wasted. Hardly had they 
reached Center street -when he made a 
des"erate attempt to free himself from 
the officer's grip but was unsuccessful. 
The officer threatened that if Ryan 
made another attempt he would sh'oot, 
and Ryan answered, "Shoot, then, 
you, If you don't kill me I'll kill you." 


"While saying- this he made ariother 


attempt to wrench himself free, and 
Officer Reag-an was forced to strike the 
man 
with, the butt of his 
revolver. 


This, although 
it inflicted 
quite a 


wound, was evidently not enough, and 
Ryan clinched with the officer. He was 
struck two or three times with the re- 
volver and finally knocked out, having 
fought fiercely until this was done. 


Officer Scully, who was 
on Main 


street, was then notified and came to 
the aid of his1 brother officer. The two 
took Ryan to the station without much 
trouble, although he SDent all the time 
in making dire threats of what he would 
do to the officers when he got a chance. 


At the station Ryan gave his name 


and address and said he had been here 
about two months. He eaid he had been 
down Springfield way, where a num- 
ber of burglaries have recently been 
committed and said that 'ne was once 
under arrest at Holyoke. The local po- 
lice will communicate with the Holyoke 
and Dover police, and try to find out 
something about the man. 


When caught he was -without shoes 


and was wearing a new pair 'of rub- 
bers. Where he stood in the store when 
surprised by the officer wer« found in 
a pile 11 pairs of men's shoes and five 
pairs of women's shoes. This morning 
in a vacant lot near the store officers 
found five more pairs of shoea with 
Ryan's old shoes. He had evidently 
been in the store once and gone back 
for more -when caught. 


In court this morning he pleaded 


guilty to the charge of breaking and 
entering and was held for the grand 
jury under bonds of $500, In default of 
which he went to jail.

against the figures g'iven for Lee. The 
facts, which are cited to prove that the 
census is wrong, are as follows.

180. 
The voters' list has grown in like

The number of school children has in- 
creased, not, however, in proportion to 
the voters' list. In the past 10 years 
a great many houses have been built, 
and they are all occupied, it beinlg al- 
most Impossible to find a vacant ten- 
ement. These facts lead men who have 
been assessors, to state that the re- 
turns must of necessity be wrong. It is 
urged that the business mem,'a associ- 
ation bark a canlvasa of the town to 
be made at once; but on the other 
hand many who claim a residence in 
Lee and are there in June are now in 
the city. A canvass will be made Inl 
June and quite a number of citizens 
have offered to stand a share of ex- 
penses.
